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In  the  beginning  music  was  what  man  produced  with  his  voice.  In  music 
that  was  meant  to  be  listened  to  —  as  opposed  to  dance  music  or  music  incidental 
to  ritual  or  drama— it  is  safe  to  say  that  the  basic  emotional  contact  between 
composer  and  listener  lies  in  the  power  of  music  to  speak.  When  a  composer 
discusses  music  in  any  medium,  whether  it  be  a  song,  an  opera,  a  string  quartet, 
or  a  symphony,  he  cannot  do  so  without  bringing  in  some  kind  of  vocal  con- 
sideration; he  talks  of  voice-leading,  the  harmonic  bass,  and  so  forth. 

At  various  times  in  musical  history  certain  groups  have  led  revolutions 
against  the  ornate  decadence  of  the  music  of  their  time.  Their  cry  has  always 
been  "let  us  return  to  a  kind  of  simplicity  in  which  music  is  free  to  express  ideas 
and  emotions;  free,  in  other  words  to  speak  clearly."  Ergo  Monteverdi,  ergo 
Gluck,  ergo  Wagner;  all  primarily  vocal  composers,  to  be  sure,  but  men  who 
influenced  succeeding  generations  of  instrumental,  as  well  as  vocal,  composers. 

At  the  moment  KPFA  is  exploring,  more  or  less  systematically,  three  specific 
vocal  media:  the  Lied  of  the  nineteenth  century,  the  comic  opera,  and  the 
chamber  music  in  which  the  clarinet  does  the  talking.  On  one  side  a  single 
voice  and  piano  unite  to  reflect  briefly  on  a  single  scene  or  idea;  on  another  a 
group  of  finite  characters  and  an  orchestra  join  to  enact  some  of  the  more 
charming  follies  that  can  befall  the  human  race;  and  finally  a  wind  instrument, 
freed  from  the  necessity  of  hewing  to  a  given  text,  discusses  with  his  fellows  an 
even  broader  range  of  experience.  Elsewhere  in  our  broadcast  fortnight  herewith 
presented,  the  discussion  is  taken  up  by  a  hundred-piece  symphony,  a  harpsi- 
chord, an  unaccompanied  violin.  The  aim  is  the  same;  the  difference  is  only  a 
matter  of  degree.
